THE PRESIDENT 8 REPORT 
Dear Brethren: 


The Lutheran Church is numerically the strongest of all 


the denominations in the Northwest. It looks backward > : 


half a century, when our fathers from Germany and the 
Scandinavian countries began to invade it, establishing the 
Lutheran Zion and institutions of learning and mercy in 
the mother tongue. They brought with them their religion 


as the sine quanon for every home. The Bible, the hymnal 


and religious customs dear to all were considered too sacred 
to be forgotten. Hence the piety of the fatherland became 
the piety of the adopted country. Our fathers distributed 
themselves throughout the Northwest according to nationality. 


Hence we have strong Swedish, Norwegian, Danish, and Ger- 
man settlements. In some counties of Minnesota there is a 


Lutheran church of some nationality every few miles. While 


our Church holds the first place, she must not lose it; she 


must not fall behind or remain at a standstill in any of her 
activities. She must go forward gathering strength in her 


onward march. Wach year should be marked by a notable 


growth in progressiveness, membership, and spirituality. To 
win and hold the Northwest, to dominate it, the Lutheran 
Church must plan wisely and do her work well. Every need 
presenting itself during the transition must be met and every 
cbstacle overcome. The Church must act as one great body, 
moving under the direction of God. The leaders and the 
rank and file must work harmoniously regardless of synodical 
affiliations. The location of new churches and institutidas 
should be well considered so that there will be no interfer- 
ence to existing churches and institutions. In establishing 


new work of any kind, it would be well if the boards of the dif- 
ferent synods could meet from time to time and plan the work. 
The church in the Bast made its mistakes which have caused 
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great losses to the church. Let us profit by those mistakes. 
Let unity, brawerty kindness, and forbearance prevail, 


THE PAST YEAR. 


The anit year has been one of the most prosperous in our 
history. The interest manifested by our people in the vari- 
ous lines of church work has increased. The year has been 
a heavy one for your president on account of the many vacan- 
cies which have occurred. I had hoped to have all filled, 
but have been unable to do so on account of peculiar parish 
conditions and the lack of available men. There has, how- 
ever, been no interruption of services in any of the vacancies. 
In a few weeks, it is to be 8 ges that all vacancies will be 
fllled. 


r | : A BROKEN BAND. 


For the first time in many years death 100 entered our 
ranks. The Rev. Joseph L. Murphy, late pastor of St. John's 
Church, Duluth, Minn., passed peacefully unto his rest at 
Deland, Fla., Wednesday, March 23, 1910, after an illness of 
several months. He was buried on the Tuesday following in 
Stoughton, Wis. Upon receipt of the news of his death, I 
appointed the Rev. Dr. Frick and Revs. Christy, Roth and 
Gold to attend. the funeral and to minister to the comfort 
and consolation of the bereaved family. I would recommend 
that a committee be appointed to prepare a biographical 
sketch of Brother Murphy for Synod, and suitable resolu- 
tions for the bereaved family, the latter to be presented at 
this convention of synod for adoption.

STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 


During my visitation with the pastors and eobgrenations, 
I was deeply impressed with the fact of the power of the 
gospel unto salvation. The congregations are beginning to 
realize more and more that the work of ingathering and de- 
velopment of a parish depends upon the faithful observance 
of the practices of the church. All congregations are zealous 
in catechetical instruction of the young. The Lenten sea- 
son in generally observed, and is becoming one of the most 
precious seasons of the church year in awakening the care- 
less and indifferent to confess Christ. We are beginning to 
utilize the energies of our membership in soul-saving. The 


Lord has blessed the faithful pastoral care over the ne 


Ship. 

There has been a marked increase in e 8 
The tide of missionary enthusiasm is rising. Nearly every 
congregation has a Woman’s Home and Foreign Missionary 


Society. The Eastern Conference has organized a conference 
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society, which met for the first time with the Spring conven- 

tion of conference. The laymen have also become interested. 

Nearly all congregations sent representatives to the Lay- 

men’s Missionary Conventions held in Milwaukee, Duluth, — 

7 and St. Paul. Through the literature sent out by the Boards, 

Mission knowledge is increasing, “The Lutheran,” “Foreign 

Missionary,’ “Home Missionary” and “The Mission Worker“ 

are always filled with the latest mission intelligence. These 

papers give impetus to all our activities and an incentive for 

the enlargement of our educational interests and an aggres- 

sive spirit in the mission work of Synod. Each parish has 

done its utmost to raise its full apportionment. The appor- 

tionment is considered the minimum amount to be contri- 

buted. Congregations which liberally support the general 

work will do the same in extending and maintaining the 

local work. Considering the fact that few of our congrega- 

tions have permanent houses of worship, and are looking for- 

| ward to better conditions, our growth in benevolent contri- 

L butions has been marvellous and exceeds per capita many. 
3 Synods of the General Council. 

One of the constant cares of the church should be the 
rearing of an able and godly ministry. There is a two fold 
duty resting upon us. On the one hand conditions must be 
maintained that men of slender natural abilities may be dis- 

1 couraged from entering the ministry; and on the other con- 
f ; stant search should be made for as large a number as possi- 
dle of young men of the highest qualifications who would 
enoble the calling and induce them to enter the ministry. 
But there are many devout young men in our congregations, 
who, because of natural endowments, are not fitted for the 
1 ministry but whose endowments qualify them for work in 
bother departments of church activity. There is great need 
| tor fully equipped professors for our educational institutions; 
lay workers peculiarly fitted for our institutions of mercy, 
| hospices, etc. The training of the Church of the future should 
be a great concern of the church. It should begin in the 

f catechetical class. In the great Northwest new towns ace 
: _ springing up each day. They are beyond the reach of our 
pastors conveniently. Our people are moving into them. 
Before leaving the home church our people should be in- 
structed in the founding of churches and their responsibility in 
the matter. The church must not only show its faith by 
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| the works of the 88 but by the membership in action. 


Better financial support of the pastors is claiming the 
attention of all our congregation. All realize that the laborer 
is worthy of his hire’. During the past year many congre- 
gations have increased the salaries of their pastors. This is 
commendable With the increased cost of living and high 
rents that many pastors have to pay for a house in a suit- 
able location, the minimum salary in our cities should not 
be less than $1500. The salaries now paid barely enable bur 
pastors to meet their obligations. There should be annual in- 
crease made commensurate with the growth of the congregation 
Efforts should likewise be made to secure comfortable par- 
sonages. There are but five in Synod. Now that our congre- 
gations are becoming stronger, numerically and financially, 
a beginning should be made in each to create a parsonage 
THE CASE OF DISCIPLINE. =. 
At the last convention of Synod, the suspension of Rev. 


C. W. Valentine was continued for one year in accordance 


with the resolution of Synod. I appointed Revs. Beates and 
Bacher additional members of the committee, March 31, 
1910. I cited Rev. Valentine to appear before the committee at 


its meeting in Dr. Trabert’s study, April 25, at 2 p. m. 


Notices were sent to him addressed to Lindstrom, Minn. and 


New York. Both were returned to me by the post office 


authorities marked “address unknown.” He having failed to 
appear before the committee I cited him to appear before the 
Ministerium at its meeting this afternoon at 4:45. Thus far 
I have received no word from him in response to the second 
notice.

- UNIVERSITY STUDENT WORK. 


At our last convention. Synod appointed a committee on 
church work in our State Universities. At the last conven- 


tion of the General Council a similar committee was appointed, 
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among the personal of which are some of our Synod’s com- 


mittee. The General Council committee has held several 
meetings. It has called Rev. G. Rast, D. D., of the Augustana 
Synod to have charge of the work at the University of Minne- 
sota, and Rev. Howard R. Gold of our Synod for the work 
at the University of Madison, Wis. Both have accepted the 
call of the committee. It is the intention to rent a house 
near each university, which will be used as the center for 
our work. The first floor of each will be used as reception 
rooms, reading room, etc., and the second floor as a dormitory. 
Lectures will be delivered from time to time to our students 
by the most prominent clerical and laymen in the church. 


It is not the intention to confine the work to one general 


body of the church. It is to be inter synodical. The com- 
mittee is authorized to seek the cooperation of all bodies up- 
on this territory. The General Council authorized its com- 
mittee to inaugurate the work and not to involve the Council 
in any expense. The committee has gone to an expense of 


$2,000 per annum in the hope that our brethren every where 


will assist us with large contributions. We trust that our 
Synod will not be behind in this matter. February 15-17 the 


third convention of Church Workers for State Universities 


was held at the University of Madison. Your president, as 
Chairman of the General Council Committee, Dr. Frick, Dr. 
J. A. Haas, President of Muhlenberg College, and Rev. Gold 
attended. It was an interesting convention. We received an 
insight into the nature of the work and were impressed with 
the responsibility resting upon the church toward our student 
body. One of the best addresses of the convention was made 
by Dr. Haas on “The Relation of the College to the Domina- 
tion.” It was well received. The proceedings of the con- 


vention have been printed in pamphlet form and can * had 
from Pastor Gold at a nominal sum.

MEMORIAL FUND OF THE QUADRI-CENTENNIAL OF 
THE REFORMATION. 


The General Council at Minneapolis unanimously and 


enthusiastically resolved that all its synods and members 


make one great and united effort to raise a large Memorial 
Fund in honor of the coming Quadri-Centennial of the Refor- 
mation, the said fund to be devoted to the educational, mis- 
sionary, and benevolent causes of the church. A jubilee com- 
mittee was appointed whose duty it was to bring this subject 
to the notice of the various synods, point out the great appor- 


tunity which the event offers to familiarize our people with 
the glorious history, precious heritage, and the boundless pos- 
sibilities of our church in this country, and thus to arouse 


them to a sense of serious responsibility and enthusiastic sup- 
port of our expanding work. It is surely fitting in view of the 
great anniversary occasion of 1917, that the General Council 
should be aroused as never before, to carry forward a great 


national project which will be of epocal benefit to Lutheranism | 


in America and in foreign lands. This project will demonstrate 
to all that the Lutheran Church is a true unit in the faith, 
that it can see beyond mere sectional interests, and carry 


forward sucessessfully a broad, unified plan for the continu- ~~ 
ance and enlargement of the great works covering its mis- — 
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sionary and educational needs. The tentative plan of the 


Jubilee committee is as follows: | 

1. The amount of the funds to be raised shall be two 

million dollars or more. 
| 2. All funds shall be used as endowment funds only W 
will thus work through the ages. 

3. A ministerial pension fund, foreign and home mis- 
sions, and the educational and benevolent interests of the 
church shall be the beneficiaries of the fund. | 

The present membership of the committee numbers 


twenty-three. It is proposed that the membership of the 


committee will. be enlarged to fifty or more, thus insuring a 


good representation from each synod. This proposed plan 


of the Jubilee Committee should receive the unanimous and

FORTIETH ANNIVERSARXY SERVICE OF THE ORDINA- 
TION OF REV. GEORGE HENRY TRABERT, D. D. 
In consultation with the brthren of Synod, I deemed it 
fitting that Synod at this convention should properly celebrate 


this event. The life and labors of Dr. Trabert constitute an 


important part in the history of English Lutheranism in the 
North-west. A large part of his ministry has been upon this 
territory. The church rejoices over the work which he has 


accomplished. May the Lord continue to give him grace, 


strength and health to continue to labor in His vineyard. 
A program in commemoration of the event has been aranged. 


THE GENERAL COUNCIL MINISTERIAL PENSION FUND. 

The General Council, at its last convention, resolved to 
establish a Ministerial] Pension Fund to provide for the retire- 
ment of ministers after they have served the Lord faithfully 
in His Church for a definite period of time or have become 
totally disabled in the work of the Master. A committee was 


appointed to formulate a plan for the establishment of such 
a fund. The committee submits the following proposed plan 


to the synods of the General Council for consideration | and 


action. 


PROPOSED PLAN FOR MINISTERIAL PENSION FUND. 
1. Resolved that the General Council of the Evangelical 


_ Lutheran Church in North America establish a Ministerial 


Pension Fund. | 
2. The benefit of the General Council Pension Fund shall 
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apply to two classes, (9. retired ministers, (2) e 


ministers. 


3. It shall be . that the benefits of this Fund 
shall apply only to those who are in good standing in the 


- Synod to which they belong at the time when they are entitled 


to become beneficiaries of the Fund.’ 
4. Those eligible in the class (1) of retired Ministers 
shall consist of persons who have reached the age of sixty- 
seven (67) years, and have been in the Evangelical Lutheran. 
ministry not less than thirty (30) years, the last fifteen (15) 
of which shall have been spent in the service of the General 
Council. 

5. In case a man, who has b the age limit of the 


_ retired class, is formally requested to continue in the work 
of his office, this shall not debar him from enjoying the bene- 


fits of the Fund when he retires. _ | 
6. Any minister becoming totally disabled while in the 
service of the General Council may be entitled to the bene 


fits of this Fund. 


7. The General Council shall create a Board to a 


ter this Fund. This Board shall have the proper investment 


of the Fund under its control, and shall be charged with the 


duty of increasing the same; it shall make regulatſons for the 
administration of the work; it shall thoroughly investigate all 


cases properly brought before it and shall have the power of 


decision in such cases. The said Board shall organize and 
elect officers for the discharge of the aforesaid duties. Said 


Board shall consist of nine (9) members and shall be elected 
by the General Council; three (3) members of the first Board 
to serve two (2) years, three (3) to serve four (4) years and 
three (3) to serve six (6) years; their successors to be elected 
for a period of six (6) years, any member of the Board being 


eligible for re-election. 


8. The provisions of this Fund shall become effective as 


scon as the newly elected Board shall recive’ from the Jubilee 


Fund or other sources a sufficient amount to enable them to 


go into operation. 


9. The provisions of this . Council Fund shall in 
no wise interfere with any measures adopted or employed by 
any of the Synods of the General Council for the relief of 
widows or orphans of ministers, or any cases of disability not 
covered the foregoing resolutions. 
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The secretary of the committee states that the Jubilee 


Fund Committee has decided that one million dollars to be 


raised * 1917 shall be devoted to the Pension Fund. 
INNER MISSIONS. 


There is no more important work in the shuethi today 


than this. Knowledge of it is meagre among our people. To 


some it is entirely unknown. The General Council’s commit-. 


tee has prepared a set of propositions which is to be the basis 


for discussion at our Synod and Conferences, copies of which 


will be sent us in time for the fall meetings of Conferences. 
The propositions are now appearing in “The Lutheran.” “I 
would, therefore, recommend that these propositions be con- 


sidered at our Conference meetings during the year and 
at our next convention of Synod, and n a committee be 


appointed to present them. 


THE LAYMEN’S MOVEMENT. 


The year 1910 will rank as a missionary year. The Lay- 
men’s movement, the Student Volunteer convention at Roches- 


tor, N. V., and the Ecumenical Conference of Foreign Mis- 
sions at. Edinburgh, Scotland, all have helped to arouse 


special interest. The conventions of laymen were interdenom- 
inational in character, and were were held in seventy-five 


- cities in the United States and Canada, closing with a Nation- 


al Convention in Chicago. Their purpose was to create a 


greater interest in Foreign Missions. The addresses were 
made by foreign missionaries who were home on furlough. 
Denominational meetings were held by delegates of each 


denomination in connection with the conventions. Upon our 
territory conventions were held in Milwaukee, St. Paul, and 
Duluth. Many of our pastors and laymen attended one of the 
conventions, Among the speakers were our senior foreign mis- 
sionary, Dr. Harpster, likewise Dr. Wolf, Dr. Kaehler and Dr. 


Aberly, Through these conventions our people received foreign 


mission news at first hand, and came in touch with the 


workers on the field. Permanent good has no doubt been 
accomplished and results will be manifested in the devout 
prayers, larger mission force, and contributions offered. 


While stress was laid upon the foreign work by many denom- 
inations, our church is unique in this that she has a large 
field and as great a call in which to do Home Mission work. 
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There should be no rivalry with us between the Home and 


Foreign Mission work. And we trust, that, as no denomina- 


tion has the home mission field that we have, the church 


will lend her prayers, her men, her means in developing the 
entire field. In many of our parishes men's organizations 


have been affected and are doing good work locally and 
synodically. At the last convention of the General Council, 


action was taken requesting the synods to appoint a com- 
mittee to meet under the presidency of the President of the 


General Council to consider the question of national laymen’s 
organization, and to take such action as may be deemed pro- 
per. I would therefore recommend that such committee be 


appointed, and that the lay delegates to Synod be granted 


the privilege of calling a meeting during this convention to 
consider the question of forming a synodical organization. 
God’s work is one work and all who labor together with Him 
are sharers in His triumphs everywhere, 


CONSOLIDATION OF MEMORIAL AND ST. JAMES’ 
CHURCHES, ST. PAUL. 
For some time a movement has been on foot tor the 
consolidation of these two congregations. Memorial Church 


- faces the condition that two-thrids of its membership resides — 
on St. Anthony Hill, the territory occupied by St. James. It 
is also becoming increasingly difficult to maintain work as 
a down town church. It is admitted that Memorial Church 


should remain in its present location, but it has neither a 
strong constituency in the neighborhood nor an endowment 
to continue the work with success. St. James has outgrown 
its small church and needs a new building. On account of 
the shifting of its membership, it has also contemplated a 


change of location and building in the region which Memorial 


would likely ocupy if it should remove from its present location 
It is the opinion of the pastors and leading members that 
the best solution of the problem is to be found in the 
consolidation of the two congregations. At recent meetings 
of both congregations unanimous action was taken providing 


for the consolidation. Provision has been made for the mem- 


bership in the outlying districts. A mission committee has 


been appointed of which the president of Synod is ex-officio, 


a member for the planting of new congregations in these 


districts. While. affirmative action was taken now, the final 
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consumation of the project will not take place for some time. 
Three lots in a fine location in the best residence district have 
been purchased. 

And now may the blessing of Goa the Father, and the 
grace of Jesus Christ our Savior, and the guidance and fel- 
lowship of the Holy Spirit abide mci us in all] our counsels,

_. REPORT OF THE BOARD or CONTROL ' 
Of Minister’s and Minister’s Widow’s and Orphans’ Fund. 


To the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest. 


A year ago your Board reported the whole amount in 
the fund to be $1893.57, which was invested with the C. A. 
Smith Timber Co. at 6 per cent for which a demand note 
Was ‘given. 
In order to keep the inbidetande: of this fund before the 


minds of the pastors and congregations, your Board issued a 
cireular letter which was sent to every pastor and congre- 
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gation before the end of Dec. 1909. This was deemed of 
special importance this year because of the manificent offer 
made to the Synod by the Hon. C. A. Smith, a member of 
your Board; that, “if before the end of this synodical year, 
all the congregations and pastors connected with our Synod 
will have paid into this fund the full amount, according to 
the rules and regulations since their adoption, by the Synod, 
for the creation of this fund,” then he would add sufficient 
to amount, with the funds in hand, to the full amount set 
to make the fund available, namely $10,000.00. 


This offer of Mr. Smith, together with the subsequent 
action of the Synod, was incorporated in the letter with the 
expressed hope that all pastors and congregations would by 
the close of the synodical year meet all their obligations 
to date. A special committee was appointed to bring the 


matter before all hitherto delinquent and to see that the 
several pastors and congregations who have hitherto taken 


little interest in this fund be aroused to action.

REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE GENERAL COUNCIL. 


The 32d convention of the General Council was held in 
Salem English Evangelical Lutheran Church in Minneapolis, 


Rev. George H. Trabert, D. D., pastor, Sept. 9 to 14, 1909. 


This was the third time it met on the territory of the English Ev- 


angelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, and the second time 
in Minnesota after an interval of 21 years. At the first 
meeting in 1888 the Synod was not yet in existence and our 
English work on this territory was yet feeble, nevertheless, 


that meeting marked an epoch in the history of the General 


Council and broke all previous records as to the number of 
delegates in attendance. Then the English Home Mission 
work was crystalized and a great step in advance was taken. 


The late convention was again a record breaker as to 
sttendance, 209 delegates being enrolled. It again marked 
an epoch in the history of the body as at this meeting the 
German work was crystalized resulting in the establishing 
of an official German organ, “Der Deutsche Lutheraner,” 
into which the different German Synodical organizations were 
merged. 


Te report of the English Home Mission Board showed 
that during the year it had 130 missions under its care, of 
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which twelve became self seyperting and three were organized 
as self-sustaining congregations. 

The contributions for English Home Missions during the 
biennium were $35,288. 35, of which amount this ve Sapa contri- 


buted $1,503.42. 


The Home Mission work in its various departments, 
Swedish, German, as well as English was carried forward 
with vigor as far as the means at hand and the men available . 
would. admit. 


8 of General 83 Missions. 


English Missions, 194 churches, 16,652 communicant mem- 
bers; German Missions, 120 churches, 7,809 communicant 
members; Swedish Missions 484 churches, 19,533 communicant 
members; miscellaneous, 3 churches. Grand total, 801 
churches, 43,994 communicant members. 

The Foreign Mission Board presented its report in a 
pamphlet of 131 pages. It was the fortieth anniversary of 
our Foreign Mission work. The income for the biennium was 
a little less than $100,000.00, of which our Synod contributed 
$1,205.39, making it the seventh in the amount of contribu- 
tions, although it stands ninth in the — o communi- 
cants. 

An n dend work ot the General Council is that of 
Slav Missions. Rev. A. L. Ramer, Ph. D., the superinten- 
dent of this work spent two years in Hungary studying the 
Slovak language as well as the people. He has for the past 
two years visited the various Slavic settlements and con- 
ducted services. Through the Slavic work he came in con- 
tact with other nationalities, among which are many Luther- 
ans, and work has been begun among the Wends, of which 
there are quite a number in Eastern Pennsylvania, as well 


as in New Jersey. The Siebenbuerger Saxons from Transyl- 


vania are Lutherans of which many live in Western Penn- 
sylvania, and are as far as possible taken care of by the 
Slav Mission Board. Work is also being done among the 
Magyars, or Huns; and the General Council transferred the 
Lettish work also to the Slav Board. The apportionment for 
Slav Mission ‘s $10,000.00, of which $125.00 is assigned to 
our Synod. 

The Porto Rico Mission . 5 organized congrega- 


tions with a communicant membership of 232. The people are 
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being trained toward self-support as rapidly as possible. The 


portionment for the biennium is $16,500.00 of which $834.00 
is assigned to our Synod. 


Church Extension received due attention. An effort is 


being made to bring the Church Extension Society under 
the direct control of the General Council. The amount re- 


. ceived during the biennium was $42,791, of which our Synod 
contributed $1,482.84. The fund now amounts to $167,879.91. 
The Board of Publication reported that it had transacted 


a business of nearly $200,000.00 during the biennium. ' 


Inner’ Mission received careful consideration. The fol- ‘ 


lowing recommendations were adopted: 

“1, That the Committee arrange for holding five Inner 
Mission Institutes every year, one within the territory of each 
local branch, and one at some central point. | 

“2. That Colleges and Theological Seminaries be asked 
to provide for instruction in the ** — and practice of 
Inner Missions. | 

“3. That Deaconess Motherhouses be requested to ar- 
range a courses for the instruction of women in Christ- 
ian work. 

4. That this be instructed to 
some plan by which men can be trained for similar work 
after the manner of the Diakonenhaeuser of Europe. 

“5. That the officers of this Committee secure informa- 
tion for dissemination in the Church Review, The Lutheran 
and other publications of the Church.” 


Concerning one phase of the social evil the Council ex- 


pressed itself as follows: 


“Resolved, That this General Council earnestly appeals 


to the executives of the several States of the Union to see 
to it that the laws referring to the morality of our people, 
especially the young, be more rigidly enforced, and that our 
legislatures be urged to pass more stringent laws for the 
protection of the home life of the nation. 

Something unique in the history of the General Council 
was the holding of a Laymen’s conference to consider such 
parts of the business as pertain to finances. This confer- 
ence heartily endorsed the raising of a Jubilee Fund of 
$2,000,000 by 1917, the four-hundreth anniversary of the be- 
- ginning of the great Reformation. A committee was appointed 


to prepare plans for this fund and report at the next con- 
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vention. A committee was also appointed to prepare a plan 
for a General Council Ministerial Pension Fund. . 

A member of our delegation offered the following resolu- 
tions with reference to the Fathers of the General Council 
which were unanimously adopted by a rising vote: 


Resolved, “That we devoutly thank God that He raised 
up those noble men who have bequeathed to us the pre- 
cious heritage which we have in the Fundamental Principles of 
Faith and Church Polity upon which this General Council 
stands, and who have directed its course so that it has 


never given an uncertain sound in the defense of sound 
Lutheran /principles. 


. “That we pray God that those of the Fathers who ¢ are still. 
with us may be spared for yet many years to attend the 
Conventions of this Body, and by their advice and counsel 
continue to aid in furthering the interests of a sound Luther- 
onism on the Confessional Basis of this General Council.”

In compliance with the resolutions passed by this Synod 


in session at Epiphany. Church, Milwaukee, June 16-21, 1909, 
(minutes p: 42, 1909) your committee made plans to accom- 
plish three definite things: First they endeavored to secure 
two prominent Lutheran men to lecture at Wisconsin and 
Minnesota universities and at Fargo. In the second place 
they took definite steps to call the attention of the General 


Council to this work in such a manner as to secure favorable 


action at the regular meeting to be held in Minneapolis in 
Sept., 1909. In the third place . provided means for 
financing these two projects. 

, To accomplish the second object a bulletin called “The 
‘Lutheran Student at the State University, versus the Luther- 


an Church”. was published and distributed. This bulletin

To the Synod of the Northwest for the Year Ending May 1, 1910. 

In the territory of the Synod of the Northwest, one mis- 
sion, Holy Trinity, Minneapolis, served by Rev. L. B. Deck, 

has become self-sustaining. The mission at Sioux Fall S. 

D., has, by the advice of all concerned, been closed by the 

Board. The Portable Chapel, furnished by the devoted 

women of the First Lutheran Church of Warren, Pa., has 

been given to the mission at Arlington Hills, St. Paul, a 

mission organized by Field Missionary Zundel, who has also 

organized the Holy Communion congregation in Minneapolis, 

Which now has its own commodious church building. Brother 

Zundel has also organized the vigorous mission at Western 

Avenue, which has purchased its own lot and asks a Church 

Extension loan to enable it to erect its own church building. 
We Had met, in our Lenten Itinerary, the persons in- 

terested in the new work to be undertaken at East Side, 

Milwaukee, and had arranged with them and Field Mission-

parties, but they do not appear to be ready. We regard 
this as a most important opening and we are anxious to 
push the work as rapidly as possible. |
